COUNTRY DINING 


A country type, loosely woven 
rectangular linen tablecloth 
is available for transfer, 
loan, or exchange from the NrYs 
Clearinghouse. 


Dated 1850-1890, the 
tablecloth is blue and white. 
The white material was resist 
dyed with an indigo blue. The 
front is indigo blue with a 
white floral design and an 
inner border five inches from 
the edge and an outer border 
three inches from the edge. 
The back is solid indigo blue. 


The tablecloth measures 63 by 
59 inches. It has two selvage 
edges, and two machine hemmed 
edges. A manufacturer’s mark 
consisting of a rampant horse 
with the words "Wallath, 
Gesetzlich, geschutzt" is 
printed in white in one of the 
back corners. 


The tablecloth contains some 
stains and several holes, 
approximately one inch in 
diameter, at the center of the 
hemmed edges; however, the 
holes are not obtrusive. The 
holes show signs of having 
been repaired, as do some 
areas along the edges.

As such, 
these objects must be 
accessioned and cataloged as 
museum objects in the park 
that receives them and cared 
for as part of the museum 
collection. 


Parks requesting objects from 
the Clearinghouse must first 
ensure that the objects fit 
within the park’s Scope of 
Collection Statement. Objects 
outside a park’s Scope should 
not be requested. 


Although all Transfer of 
Property forms are sent from 
the Clearinghouse to the park 
through the Regional Director, 
parks must request regional 
approval for a transfer prior 
to requesting the transfer 
from the Clearinghouse.

SPECTACULAR TROPHY 


Moose antlers mounted on a 
walnut wood plaque are 
available for transfer, loan, 
or exchange from the NPS 
Clearinghouse.

IT TAKES TWO TO SAW 


Predecessor of the chain saw, 
the crosscut saw provided the 
opportunity to saw with a 
friend. The NPS Clearinghouse 
has three crosscut saws 
available for transfer, loan, 
or exchange.

Two have a 
standard blade with wooden 
handles at each end.

A framed 1870s photomechanical 
print (probably a collotype) 
of the Executive Committee of 
the Pennsylvania Anti-Slavery 
Society, 1839 is avaialable 
for transfer, loan, or 
exchange from the NPS 
Clearinghouse.

Sarah 
Pugh is written inside the 
back. 


The print is 13 x 15 inches, 
including the frame. The 
inner portion of the rustic 
walnut wood frame is gilded. 
Across the front corners of 
the frame are wood cross 
pieces with individual small 
wood and porcelain knobs. 
There is a thin paper mat. 


The print contains some acid 
staining, and two of four 
corner front cross pieces with 
knobs are missing from the 
frame. Overall condition is 
good to fair.

ANTIQUE AND iRONS 


Dated 1780-1820, there wrought 
iron “firedogs” were probably 
hand made. The top ends in a 
forward hook. The column is 
square and the billet bar is 
wide and flat curving into the 
back leg. Curved knees end in 
small feet. There is a hole 
cut in one of the billet bars. 


These andirons would be 
appropriate in a shallow 
fireplace. They were probably 
used in a lower or middle 
Class bedchamber. 


Dated c 1840, these wrought 
iron “firedogs”", may be hand 
made. They have a slightly 
scrolled top, a straight flat 
column, and a squared billet 
bar which turns a right angle 
to make the back leg. Low 
curved knees end in small flat 
feet. 


They would be appropriate in a 
shallow fireplace, and were 
probably used in a lower or 
middle class bedchamber or a 
kitchen where a small bar 
could be placed through the 
scroll. 


There is some rusting and 
pitting on both sets of 
andirons, but they are 
otherwise in good condition.
